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INTRODUCTORY. 


Tuis pamphlet is the suggestion of many of the prom- 
inent ornithologists and collectors of the United States, 
and does not pretend to occupy any field whatever, in 
any branch of study ; it is simply an abridged list of the 
many persons who pursue ornithology and odlogy as 
recreative science. Considerable time has been expend- 
ed in obtaining the names and addresses presented, but 
uevertheless, it will be seen that there is much room for 
addition and correction. The character of the entire 
compend is such, that it is impossible, under ordinary 
circumstances, to present a compilation of even accept- 
able conciseness. Many of our most studious naturalists 
occupy isqlated localities, and are seldom seen or heard 
from ; this is one reason of the notable imperfection in 
the list of southern collectors ; the information is so mea- 
ger, that anything but favorable deductions can be made. 
As far as obtainable, the number of species represented 
in public.and private collections, with the valuations of 
the same, have been given, as it 1s believed that benefit 
may be derived therefrom, and geographical compari- 
sons be made. 

Many omissions have been made on account of imper- 
fect address ; in other words, many names without any 
address at all, and without’means of their being obtain- 
ed. A notable example of this, is the Canada depart- 
ment. The entire list of North American ornithologists, 
per the Directory, numbers about three-hundred forty, 
which, it will be observed by a comparison with the es-

timate on page re comprise Shoe ee ty per cent. of the 
actual number. It might be added, however, that a 
large percentage of that estimate are transient collectors. 
At the request of many ornithologists, a list of the Birds 
of Central New York, with notes on their abundance, 
etc., has been added. 

Many thanks are due the professors and students of 
ornithology gener ally, for their assistance in furnishing 
various items and information concerning collections, 
and it is to be hoped that the statistics set forth, may 
prove of use to the collector in many ways. As a Di- 
rectory, the success of the enterprise is warranted by the 
appreciation with which the project was received. ; 
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AS FAR as consistent with classification, alphabetic- 
al and natural order have been observed. ‘To find a par- 
ticular name or address, pursue first a search for the State, 
then by examining the names alphabetically, the address 
is readily established.

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Items of Ornithological Interest. 
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ORNITHOLOGY as a popular science, has within the 
last quarter of a century received great attention, and 
every civilized government in the world has devoted more 
or less consideration to it. Important discoveries of 
many hitherto unknown fossil and gigantic species of 
birds have been made, which have aroused the interest 
of scientific men, and, instead of creating a transitory 
impression, they have formed the basis of our present 
knowledge concerning the ancient types ; expeditions to 
the remotest and most isolated portions of the globe, 
have revealed birds that existed only in ancient historic 
or pre-historic ages, and have contributed to our infor- 
mation a great deal relating to their structure, habits 
and eggs. No expedition is thoroughly organized and 
equipped now, without its special ornithologists, and the 
workings of these, in conjunction with the facilities af- 
forded, have placed the study of birds among the most 
patronized of nature’s productions. 

. The most notable recent discoveries are the Sheath- 

bill of the Kerguelen Islands, the Moa of New Zealand, 
the extinct birds with teeth, and one or two others. 
Many new species have been added to our list, notably 
in the south-west, among which are several species of 
Humming Birds, Warblers, etc. The present nomen- 
clature and systematical arrangement of birds, is much 
better in some respects than the old method, and the gen- 
eral literature upon ornithology, never was more thor- 
ough and comprehensive. 
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Collecting specimens of birds and eggs for private ex- 
amination and study, has attained great popularity, and 
proven of great value to individual ornithologists and 
oologists, who now vie with each other in the r ‘arity and 
value of their collections. A particular branch of sci- 
entific research is the pursuit of collecting fossil eggs, 
and in this relation, some wonderful acquisitions have 
been made by scientific academies. We hear of such 
egos as those of the Moa, measuring eight inches long by 
six In width; of the Apyornis maximus, an egg meas- 

uring eleven by thirteen inches, with a capacity of over 
eight quarts; of the Sheath-bill (Chionis minor), and 
others being discovered and added to the collections of 
our public institutions.
